Green Signs Bill To 
Halt Diversion of Gas 
Tax Money In Illinois 


Future diversion of any money 
collected in Illinois from gaso­ 
line taxes or automobile licens­ 
ing fees is prohibited under a 
’ law just enacted by the state leg­ 
islature and signed by Governor 
Green. A ll such revenue can, in 
the future, legally be used only 
for th? construction, reconstruc­ 
tion and 
maintenance of high­ 
ways and bridges. 
Anti-divers ion legislation 
has 
long bec I sought bv the motor­ 
ists of this state and constitution­ 
al amendments to this effect have 
been offered several times but 
have never been acted on by the 
legislators 
Such an amendment 
was introduced at the last session 
which ''tided June 30, but did 
not get beyond the committee to 
which it was referred.- 
Diversion of motor vehicle rev­ 
enues has attained huge propor­ 
tions 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Here in Illinois it has amounted 
to more than $78,000,000, most of 
it for emergency relief purposes 
dunng the 
depression years of 
the early 1930*s. The State High­ 
way Department is still paying 
off th esc depression-day bonds. 
Nineteen states 
have adopted 
constitutional 
amendments pro­ 
hibiting diversion and dedicating 
all state motor vehicle and gas­ 
oline taxes for highway purposes.
